Andaltho ſome Jewiſh Wri- 
ters; would make it to be 'occaftoned'by that 
Deliverance of Fernuſalem from the Aſlyrians 
by the Angel in Hegekzah's time,. recorded 
in 2 King. ch. 19. yet leeing nothing of ths:

For if it be de- 
manded, W hatſhould hinder ? They muſt 
aſſign,. that the, Reaſon of it: is either from 
themſelves, or from ſome other more-potent 
Being, It the firſt, then they are not ne- 
ceſſary Caules,' and it is. to-no purpoſe'eo 
peak. of their force and energy, when they 
ze not able to effe&t that which is the pro- 
r:Reaſon of their being ſuch.
